Propositions from B. Gecht, Caroline King,

bers, and they were admitted to full membership. 
On recommendation of the membership commit- 
tee, further time was granted to investigate the 
application of Mrs. Eula Mae Ferguson, and final 
consideration of the proposition of Walter C. 
Bignold was postponed one month. 

The executive committee reported its work of 
revising and recodifying the Constitution and 
Laws of the union had been completed, and that 
the new books were ready for distribution among 
the membership. 

Joseph Phillis, David Weiss, F. C. Lippert, 
Charles A. Derry and George E. Mitchell, Jr., 
were appointed a special committee to make the 
investigation necessary to fulfill the requirements 
of the questionnaire issued by the State Federa- 
tion of Labor relative to workers’ education. 

The secretary’s statement showed a slight fall- 
ing off in the number of members; 1254 were re- 
ported to be in good standing April 15, as against 
1267 for the preceding three months. Specialists 
in the traveling fraternity have diagnosed the 
case, and attribute the decreased membership to 
the exodus caused by clear skies and the warmth 
of the spring sun.

MEMBER OF 
UNITED LABOR PRESS OF CALIFORNIA 
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The call for the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor to be held in Cincinnati, be- 
ginning June 12, 1922, has been received in this 
city. The gathering this year will be of more 
than usual importance, and because of the cen- 
tral location of the convention city a large at- 
tendance of delegates is expected. A number of 
delegates will go from San Francisco.

Congressman Blanton has again succeeded in 
disgusting about 90 per cent of the members of 
the House of Representatives at Washington and 
has been branded as a liar by a member from his 
own State of Texas. Blanton is an asset to the 
enemies of any cause he takes up and it is for- 
tunate for the trade-union movement that this pest 
is given to periodical attacks upon it.

It is very evident that the announcement of 
another 10 per cent cut in pay made by the Metal 
Trades Association is responsible for sending a 
contract of $200,000 to St. Louis. The Union Iron 
Works had a bid in for building cars for the 
Municipal Railway, and while the bid was higher 
than that of the firm which received the award, 
the metal trades unions had succeeded in gaining 
a delay on the part of the Board in awarding the 
contract and had intended to use all possible 
pressure to have the work done here, but the de- 
termination of the employers to reduce pay 
prompted the organized workers to take the posi- 
tion that it made little or no difference to them 
whether the contract went to the East or re- 
mained in this city. This is part of the fruits to 
be harvested as a result of the antagonistic posi- 
tion taken by local employers toward the unions.

While the coal miners have been growing more 
miserable as the years pass the mine owners have 
been gaining in wealth and arrogance. It is about 
time the people of this country did something to 
put a stop to the increasing greed of those who 
have, very largely by inheritance, come into pos- 
session of the coal mines of America. If some- 
thing is not done soon it will be but a question 
of a few years until we are here confronted with 
a situation resembling that with which England 
has been struggling for many years. In that 
country the mines are, and have been for cen- 
turies, in the complete possession of the nobility 
and the people are suffering as a direct conse- 
quence of ownership passing, in the family line, 
from one idler to another. And that is rapidly 
becoming the situation, so far as the coal mines 
are concerned, in this country. 
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Roger Babson says to employers: “Labor that 
you could whip at 5 o’clock will be able to whip 
you when it is 10 o’clock.” He is right. Trade 
unionism cannot be destroyed by anything the 
employers can do, and it is past 5 o’clock and 
the hour of 10 is not far in the distance. Labor 
wants peace in the industrial world and will go 
any reasonable distance to get it, but it has not 
forgotten how to fight nor has it lost the dispo- 
sition to do so when the occasion warrants such 
action.

There can be little comfort for labor’s enemies 
in the statements of President Gompers in his 
annual labor survey to the effect that the 
losses in membership to the labor movement dur- 
ing the past year were 160,000 out of a total of 
nearly 5,000,000. Employers, spending millions 
to crush organized labor, and fighting viciously 
during the year, have failed to make an impres- 
sion upon the movement. Every party to a war 
gets some casualties, and it is gratifying to or- 
ganized toilers to know that the losses have been 
so small in the fierce struggle.

If the members of labor unions would demand 
the union label on the articles they purchase the 
efforts of employers to defeat the purposes of 
union labor would be practically nullified. It 
may, at times, cause a little inconvenience to get 
the label, but nothing in this world really worth 
having can be gotten without some effort. When 
the trade unionist buys a union-made article he 
knows he is employing union labor and that is 
what he asks the employer to do. Do union men 
really expect employers to do things that labor 
refuses to do for itself? If they do they are 
almost certain to meet with bitter disappointment. 
Demand the union label on all purchases and be 
an honest and consistent trade unionist. 


A. B. C. Dohrmann, chairman of the State In- 
dustrial Welfare Commission, publishes in the 
press an apology for Executive Commissioner 
Mrs. Katherine Edson, which should prove a 
boomerang. He declares that he assumes “per- 
sonal responsibility” for all the doings of Mrs. 
Edson in connection with the recent reduction of 
the minimum wage for women from $16 to $15 
a week. Thus, it is Mr. Dohrmann who adminis- 
ters the act, who manipulates hearings, statistics 
and budgets so as to justify the cut. It is he who 
tells the woman member what to do. If that is 
not man’s tyranny over woman, we have missed 
our guess. The apparent remedy for that state 
of affairs is for the women victims to go before 
the next session of the Legislature and insist 
upon having a majority of women on the com- 
mission. Now that we have woman’s equality 
with man in California, the people of this State 
are certain to stand for this change of domination 
on the commission, so that if women are to be 
whipped they may at least enjoy the satisfaction 
of having it done by their sisters instead of by 
tyrant men.

METAL TRADES. 

The Metal Trades Association did not put the 
proposed wage reduction announced for the 17th 
of this month into effect on Monday. The only 
establishment in this city posting a reduction 
notice was the Union Iron Works, where in the 
neighborhood of about 1000 boilermakers, black- 
smiths and helpers and machinists struck. The 
foundry in connection with that plant as well as 
the pattern shop received no notice of reduction 
and the men were assured there would be none, 
so these mechanics are at work as usual. The 
strike, therefore, is of such small proportions that 
it has created no concern in labor circles.

duction; also requesting Council to respectfully 


urge upon Governor Stephens to request Com- 
missioner Katherine Edson to tender resignation. 
Moved resolutions be adopted; carried. 

Resolution reads: 

Whereas, The Industrial Welfare Commission 
of the State of California, in violation of due proc- 
ess of law and the holding of public hearings as 
required by the act, on November 11, 1922, re- 


duced the legal minimum wage for women and | 


minors in certain industries from $16 to $15 a 
week, thereby reducing in purchasing power for 
the third time in its brief history the standards 
of living and commensurate wage of $10 set by 
it in 1914; and 

Whereas, This reduction of the minimum wage 
in those industries for whose special regulation 
and behalf the fixing of wages by law was intro- 
duced into this State, is the direct result of the 
manipulations of the woman member of the com- 
mission, Mrs. Katherine Phillips Edson, the sole 
author and sponsor for the budget upon which 
this reduction is based; and 

Whereas, Said woman member of the commis- 
sion is exercising her office as executive com- 
missioner in violation of the letter and spirit of 
the act by receiving ten dollars a day and ex- 
penses and collecting pay for full time through- 
out the year, which is equivalent to the drawing 
of a salary and further proven by the fact that 
she enjoyed the full emoluments of her office 
while not at all serving on the commission but 
serving instead as one of the American repre- 
sentatives at the Disarmament Conference held at 
Washington, D. C.; and 

Whereas, The actions and conduct of the said 
Mrs. Edson is bringing discredit upon the Mini- 
mum Wage Law and its administration in Cali- 
fornia, and she evidently is not in harmony with 
the spirit of the said law and is totally unfit for 
the office of trust she now holds; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the San Francisco Labor Council 
in regular session assembled this 14th day of 
April, 1922, that we sincerely and respectfully 
urge upon His Excellency, Governor William D. 
Stephens, to request Commissioner Katherine 
Phillips Edson, member of the Industrial Welfare 


Commission, to tender her resignation, and in 
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case she fails to do so within a reasonable time, 
not more than a month from the receipt of such 
request, that the Governor institute an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of her removal from office, 
based upon the charges heretofore filed by the 
officers of this Council and those contained in 
this resolution. 

Resolutions were submitted by Delegate Bowns, 
commending Walter G. Mathewson for upholding 
original position of Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion. 

Report of Executive Committee—In matter of 
complaint of Grocery Clerks’ Union against the 
Piggly-Wiggly, laid over awaiting further infor- 
mation. Appeal for financial assistance for Tex- 
tile Workers of New Hampshire ordered filed. 
Recommended unions be advised to not con- 
tribute to the Salvation Army until it deals fairly 
with organized labor. Recommended in matter 
of proposal of the Labor Bureau, that Council 
take mater up with representatives of the Build- 
ing Trades Council and State Federation of La- 
bor. Report concurred in. 

Report of Auditing Committee—Reported favor- 
ably on the bills which were ordered paid. 

Report of Law and Legislative Committee—In 
matter of initiative measure providing for a State 
budget, committee believes interests of labor will 
be served by adoption of new State budget sys- 
tem, therefore recommended indorsement. Rec- 
ommended chiropractor initiative measure be in- 
dorsed. Report concurred in. 

Reports of Unions—Grocery Clerks—Piggly- 
Wiggly unfair to their union. Culinary Workers 
—Very successful in organizing a number of 
restaurants. Newsboys—Are still active; making 
progress. Post Office _Clerks—Are desirous of 
obtaining roster of unions to facilitate delivery of 
mail. 

New Business—Ed. Rosenberg, former secre- 
tary of the Council, addressed the delegates on 
the Water and Power act. Moved to indorse 
Water and Power act to be voted for at coming 
election; carried. 

Receipts—$660.55. Expenses—$224.55. 

Council adjourned at 10:30 p. m.

INDORSE POWER ACT. 

The Labor Council, at its regular meeting last 
Friday night, unanimously indorsed California’; 
Water and Power Act, a proposed constitutional 
amendment to place State credit behind com- 
munity development of water and power, with 
distribution and sale at cost. 
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PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENT. 

The Labor Council has instructed its Law and 
Legislative Committee to draft a Charter Amend- 
ment, for submission to the voters at the next 
Charter Amendment election, providing for open 
and public hearings and meetings of all Boards 
and Commissions of the City Government. 
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LABOR’S NON-PARTISAN THEORY. 

The American Federation of Labor started the 
fight for non-partisanship in politics and now 
almost everyone favors it. 

Since 1881 organized labor has stood its ground 
for this theory, despite attempted ridicule, mis- 
representation and honest opposition, Almost all 
of the latter opponents have disappeared—they 
have accepted the non-partisan idea. 

In the last several months non-partisanship has 
made its greatest gains. 

Even in the United States senate a group from 
agricultural states has organized a farm bloc, 
which has repeatedly kicked holes in the disci- 
pline of their respective parties. 

The growth of non-partisanship is also indi- 
cated by the increasing opposition of politicians 
to the primary system. 

Political independence is a menace to party 
machines. It destroys their power to nominate 
tickets. The independent voter can adjust himself 
to the primary system. It permits him to exercise 
his independence. 

The politician and the agent for privilege op- 
pose the primary system. They would return to 
the convention system, where delegates can be 
delivered as needed. 

Party discipline has lost its force and politicians 
are at their wits’ ends to re-establish the power 
of the party whip. 

They insist that this government is based on the 
party system, though there is nothing in the his- 
tory of the federal constitutional convention to 
warrant this claim. 

Men no longer talk of “party loyalty.” This 
does not fit in when voters pride themselves on 
their political independence. 

Under these conditions the trade union move- 
ment enters this year’s primaries and elections 


with a distinct advantage over former years.
